ACCID EN TA L 
D R O W N IN G . 


C oroner's In q u est H eld on th e C rystal 
Springs L a k e V ictim s, 
S an M ateo, August 18th.—A continuous 
search was m aintained all last night by a 
crew of thirty employes of the Spring Val­ 
ley W ater Company and friends of the 
unfortunate victims of Sunday's drowning 
accident to recover the bodies of the two 
men, Albert 
Lawrence 
and Sylvester 
Quinn. The bodies were caught in grap­ 
pling hooks and landed on the shore at 2 
o’clock this morning, after which the bod­ 
ies of Miss McNamara and Miss Oail 
were removed to the home of the former’s 
parents and the remains of Lawrence and 
Quinn to their respective homes. 
Coroner Crowe and his deputy, R.S. Mat­ 
tingly, were on the scene soon after the 
occurrence of the accident, and began prep­ 
arations for the inquest. 
A jury was sum ­ 
moned and sworn preparatory to the re­ 
moval of the bodies, after which an 
adjournment was iBken until 8 o’clock this 
morning, when the Deputy Coroner held 
an inquest. 
The first witness to m ake a statem ent 
was J. J. Casey, which was as follows: "A 
few minutes before the accident I rode 
around the bend in the road leading to the 
dam and noticed a Whitehall boat sailing 
down the lake, and when about half its 
length turned and came back. Another 
bend in the road prevented a further view 
of the boat until a few moments later, 
when I saw the four struggling victims 
with the upturned boat in the midst of 
them . A young lady and 
gentleman, 
whom I subsequently learned to be Miss 
Gail and Mr. Quinn, sank almost im m edi­ 
ately. Mr. Lawrence was engaged in plac­ 
ing Miss McNamara on the boat, which be 
did three times, she falling or jum ping off 
each time, until finally the frantic girl 
grasped him around the neck and, wiih up­ 
lifted hands, they sank out of sight.” 
H . Eng testified as follows; ‘T was at 
work in the blacksmith shop when the 
alarm was given by several workmen. 
I 
ran for a boat some distance away on the 
bank, but just as I reached the straggling 
victims they went down. I then hauled 
the capsized Whitehall back to the shore 
and found the body of Miss McNamara 
caught in the sail by the foot. Jam es Den- 
ahy swam to the boat, but was too late to 
render any aid.” 
The statem ents of other witnesses were 
presented and the jury returned a verdict 
of accidental death by drowning, caused 
by the capsizing of the boat.

National Commission would pass upon all 
subjects, and would see that Chicago did 
not monopolize everything. As a Com­ 
missioner at large, he promised to wotk 
hard for California. 
A resolution was adopted that it was the 
sense of the Board that California make a 
"cum ulative exhibit” at the W ord’s Fair, 
and the delegates to the Convention named 
above were empowered to prepare in detail 
a statem ent of California’s wants and de­ 
mands, to be carried to Chicago by Com­ 
missioner McDonald.

EL DORADO FRUIT. 


M ovem en t T ow ard G ettin g 
It O ut to 
T h is M ark et. 
The fruit-growers of El Dorado county 
are holding meetings to consider methods 
for more effectually marketing their frnits, 
by the establishment of shipping head­ 
quarters at points convenient to the rail­ 
road, where tne various kinds can be sorted 
and properly pacsed for m arket. There is 
a great deal of fruit now produced in El 
Dorado county, but the orchards are small 
and widely separated, and no attention has 
been paid ia tbe past to the raising of 
choice shipping varieties in large quanti­ 
ties. On this subject tbe Republican ol last 
week says; 
"W e have repeatedly urged the necessity 
of some means of handling aDd m arketing 
what fruit is raised in the county, and have 
urged the establishment of a fruit-shipping 
business in this city, which would natu­ 
rally be tbe shipping point for a large 
section. It is true that the business would 
not be a large one for a few years, because 
the right kind of fruit for marketing at a 
distance is only beginning to be raised, but 
the establishment of a shipping business 
will encourage ihose who have fruit, and 
stim ulate them to plant more. The exist­ 
ence of more trees will in turn stimulate 
the business, and all wi.’l grow up together 
and become profitable. 
“ At present, all fruit raised in the county 
is marketed at a disadvantage, because so 
little of any one kind is raised in one 
place; yet. notwithstanding these difficul­ 
ties, the agents of the fruit dealers iu 
Sacramento and Placer counties ransack 
the county to collect these small lots. 
W ithin the last five years it has been our 
observation that not a pound c>f good ship­ 
ping fruit has been without demand, and 
the average price has been remunerative. 
If tbe fruit were raised in large orchards, 
of a single variety, it would bring better 
prices, for it would then cost less to handle 
it. There is money in the fruit business 
or the shipping firms of other places would 
not seatch for the fruit so persistently. 
"A proposition is now before the citizens 
of the city and its neighborhood to estab­ 
lish a canning, drying and shipping busi­ 
ness, and we believe that it should receive 
the prompt attention of everybody who 
feels any interest in county grow th.'’

CLAYTON VS. B R E C K E N R ID G E . 


M iB w ity R ep ort on th e C o n tested E le c ­ 
tion C ase. 


W a s h in g t o n , August 18th.—Represent­ 
ative Marsh to-day presented to the House 
a report of the Democratic m inority of the 
Committee on Elections in the case of Clay­ 
ton vs. Breckenridge, in the Second A rkan­ 
sas District. Tbe report says: 
“ W ith one 
exception the district always has gone 
Democratic, and the presumption should 
be in favor of tbe Democrat against tbe 
Republican contestant. The theft of the 
ballot-box in the case is admitted, bat it is 
held that it did not change the resalt of 
the election; that the Democrats carried 
the district by a majority of 149, even al­ 
lowing the Republicans the disputed votes 
in every township.” 
The report comments on the instruc­ 
tions of the House to make a full and thor­ 
ough 
investigation. 
“This exceptional 
case” calls attention to the great num ber of 
charges and counter charges and issues in­ 
volved, and states that tbe committee spent 
but twelve days in taking evidence. 
Says the report: 
‘The House may jadge 
upon this, and it will be called upon to 
judge from proceedings—still more unnsual 
and shocking—how disgracefully and crim ­ 
inally this ca9e has been handled by party 
prejudice, malice, and for-the purpose of 
accomplishing improper results, and the 
same have deadened every sensibility in 
the gentlemen from whom the House and 
the country had a right to expect better 
things. 
“Some base and ingenious m ind seems to 
have gnided them, and it is not far short of 
the truth to say that this investigation has 
been a miserable farce, ana the majority 
report is unfounded—in truth, not justified 
by the evidence—and is defaced by a repe­ 
tition of partisan slanders not sustained 
by any testimony.” 
In conclusion the report says; “W hen 
those intrusted with official power so far 
forget right, justice and dnty as to act as a 
majority of the committee has done it 
brings distrust and odium upon the party 
and upon the House, and their actions and 
conclusions should be rejected and re­ 
buked. Never has a great question been 
so wretchedly, so feebly, so unjustly and so 
scandalously treated and adjudicated. But 
passion under iDjnry and wrong is not the 
proper mode of redress, and if the House 
puts the seal of its approval upon the re­ 
port and recommendations of the com m it­ 
tee, then we appeal to the people to rebuke 
and right it by their votes.” 


IN TER ST A TE COMMERCE. 


Secon d A n n u al R ep ort o f th e Earning» 
o f th e R ailroad». 
W a sh in g to n, August 18th.—The statis­ 
tician of the Interstate Commerce Commis­ 
sion has completed his second annual re­ 
port to the Commission. The report covets 
the transactions of 009 roads and shows the 
operations of 153,385 miles of line. 
The 
gross earnings for the year, exclusive of 
the rental of tracks, vards and terminals, 
were $644,706,701, or $4.203 per mile of line. 
Tnis leaves a net income from the opera­ 
tions of $320,109.428, or $2,087 per mile of 
line. 
After dednctioDS are made from the 
fixed charges, the final net income for ail 
tbe roads 
in the 
United States 
was 
$101 388,726, or $661 per mile of line. The 
total am ount of stocks is shown to be 
$4,251.190,719, of which $847,740,399 are 
owned by railway corporations. The total 
am ount of bonds is $4,267,527.859, of which 
$304,752,502 are owned by railway corpora­ 
tions. From this it appears that the toial 
stocks and bonds representing railway 
property In the hands of the public is 
$7,366.725,677. 
The report further shows that the pas­ 
senger earnings have increased from 30.46 
per cent, of the tqtal earniogs in 1888 to 
31 10 per cent, in 1889, while the freight 
earnings decreased from 67 35 per cent, in 
1888 to 66 82 per cent in 1889. 


M IN ER A L LAN DS. 


B ill to P rovid e for T h eir E xam in ation 
and C lassification . 
W ash in g to n. August 18th.—Representa­ 
tive Carter of Montana to-day reported to 
the House from the Committee on Mines 
and Mining-a bill to provide for the exam ­ 
ination and clarification of certain mineral 
lands, etc. It authorizes the Secretary of 
the Interior to speedily cause all the lands 
in Montana and Idaho within the land 
grant and indem nity land grant lim its of 
tbe Northern Pacific Railroad Company to 
be examined and classified by competent 
persons, with special reference to their min­ 
eral or non-m ineral character, and to reject, 
cancel and disallow any and all claims or 
filings heretofore made or which 
may 
hereafter be made by or on behalf of tbe 
railroad company on land in those States 
classified a* mineral land. The word m in­ 
eral shall not be held to include iron and 
coal. 
Tbe bill also provides for appeals from 
the findings of examiners and for such 
publicity of classification returns as will 
give notice to nil persons of the conclusions 
reached with regard to each tract of land. 
The committee thinks with this public­ 
ity, and with the right of appeal, it cannot 
be maintained that the property interests 
may be disposed of under the bill without 
due process of law. The sum of $80.000 is 
appropriated to carry out the provisions of 
the bill.

T H E F R U IT CRO P. 


T h e P rosp ect for A p p les an<l P ea ch es 
P oorer T h an a M onth A go, 
W a sh in g ton. August 18th.—The August 
crop bulletin, just issued, says: Tbe pros­ 
pect for both apples and peaches is poorer 
than it was one month ago. The intim a­ 
tion in previous reports that the condition 
in New England and along our Northern 
territory, returned high in the early re­ 
ports, would decline as the season ad­ 
vanced, has been proven correct. 
The 
decline in those Eestions has been heavy, 
allhough their prospect is slightly better 
than that of the adjoining States. The 
causes which have operated to bring about 
the present low prospect have been noted 
in previous reports—unfavorable weather 
dnriog the winter and spring and the frosts 
of March. The present returns show that 
the results of the cold weather are still ap­ 
parent in the blasting and dropping of im ­ 
mature fruit. 
The Pacific o a s t alone 
reports a 
medium prospect, 
California 
standing at 78, Oregon at 83 and W ashing­ 
ton at 99. The peaches on tbe slope are in 
poorer condition than the apples, tbe Cali­ 
fornia average being but 65, a3 cc nipared 
with other fruit. The condition of grapes 
is comparatively high, especially so on the 
Pacific coast. 
In the States on the Atlantic 
coast the present prospects point to a crop 
of medium proportions, though the condi­ 
tions vary locally in some of the States.

August 18th.—It appears 
that Speaker Reed is having considerable 
difficulty in securing a full committee to 
carry out the investigation into the charges 
made against Commissioner of Pensions 
Green B Rama. 
Tbere was no trouble in securing the Re­ 
publican members, and one Democrat, Mr. 
Goodnight of Kentucky, was induced to 
serve. B ut it seems that the seam d Dem­ 
ocrat, who is necessary to complete the 
committee, cannot be found. 
Representative Cooper of Indiana, the 
author of the resolution upon which the 
investigation was offered, has been urged 
upon the Speaker to till the vacancy caused 
by the successive resignations ol his fellow- 
Democrats—Marlin of Indiana, Yoder of 
Ohio and Parret of Indiana—but the 
Speaker does not think it proper to appoint

$1 12 5; 200.000 ounces at $1 19 75. Tbe 
local purchases by Minis from the 13th to 
the 16th inst., inclusive, am ount to 82,177 
ounces. The price of siiver in London to­ 
day is 541. 
This is the highest point 
reached since April, 1873, 
Subsequently offers were received from 
San Francisco to sell 500,900 ounces at 
$1 16, and 200,000 ounces at $1 18. Both 
were accepted. 
T his made the total offer­ 
ings to day 990,000 ounces, and the total 
acceptance 540,000 ounces.

IN THE SENATE.

Senator

the following 
am eudm ent to the tariff bill, which was re­ 
ferred lo the Committee on Finauce: 
"T hat w henever the President of the United 
States shall be satisfied th at a sngar producing 
country w hence sugar is exported into the 
United States has abolished its duties or taxes 
on im portation of the principal agricultural pro­ 
ducts ot the United States, he m ay, by procla­ 
m ation, dim inish or wholly rem it the duties 
imposed by law on sugar or any grade of sugar 
produced in and exported directly from any 
such country into the United States, so long as 
such products ol the Unitea States are adm itted 
free of duty or tax into such country, and no 
longer.” 
lidm unds aiso gave notice of another am end­ 
m ent which he intended to propose, authoriz­ 
ing the President, w henever satisfied th at u d - 
ju st discrim inations weie m ade by any foreign 
country against any product of tbe United 
States, to m ake a proclam ation excluding the 
products of th at country. 
The Senate then went into Committee of the 
Whole and proceeded lo the consideration of 
the deficiency bill. 
The com m ittee inserted an item , which was 
agreed to by the Senate, appropri iting $12,000 
for a steam vessel on Puget Souud to prevent a 
violation of the Chinese Restriction Act and of 
customs laws. 
The am endm ents appropriating an aggregate 
of Sl,2ó9,668 for the paym ent of French spolia­ 
tion claim s were opposed by Plum b, who de­ 
nounced the claim s as essentially lraudulent 
and as int-nded not for the benefit of claim ants, 
but that of attorneys and assignees. 
The am endm ents were defended and advo- 
vocatcd by Hale, Blair and Morgan, and agreed 
to. 
Tbe bill was reported back to the SeDate, and 
and all the am endm ents th at were agreed to by 
tbe Committee of the Whole were agreed to in 
bulk, the only one reserved for a special vote 
beiug th at insertiug an item of 840,000 to com­ 
plete the in v estig atio n by the Departm ent of 
A g ricu ltu re as 
to 
unoerflow and 
artesian 
waters, and their advisability for irrigation. 
Tne am endm ents were discussed for nearly 
two hours, and were eventually agreed to. The 
bill th en passed. 
Plum b offered a resolution instructing the 
Committee on Rule* lo m ake such orders as will 
wholly prevent the sale of spirituous, vinous or 
m alt liquors in the Senate wing oi the Capitol. 
Blair suggested the inse.-tion of the words 
and drinking.” 
Plum b—“ 1 have no objections.” 
The resolution went over till to-morrow. 
The tariff bill was then taken up, but, w ith­ 
out coming to a vote on Plum b’s am endm ent 
reducing the duly on tin plate, the eeuatc ad ­ 
journed.

An arrangement with Germany, 
closing the most difficult) of these questions, 
nad been completed, and her Majesty’s 
Ministers laid before Parliam ent the his­ 
tory of those negotiations, which had re­ 
sulted in the cession of Heligoland to Ger­ 
m any. 
Tbe speech then announces arrange­ 
m ents with France whereby French Al­ 
gerian territory is separated from that of 
the British Niger Company. 
The agreement for a British protectorate 
over Zanzibar and the placing ot Madagas­ 
car under the protection of the French is 
also explained. 
W itn regard to the Behring Sea compli­ 
cations, her Majesty informs Parliam ent 
that she ottered to subm it them to arbitra­ 
tion for settlement. 
The speech concludes by stating that the 
case of Newfoundland and F'rench fisheries 
dispute is one which is occupying the anx­ 
ious attention of the Government.

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A SHARP TRICK. 
Ohio fell into the trap of the school- 
book ring as easily as the angle worm on 
the boy’s pin hook tumbles into the capa­ 
cious mouth of the Western catfish. The 
people ol Ohio, inspired by the success of 
California in eliminating the book ring 
from the politics of the State, demauded a 
similar measure for the Buckeye State. 
But the Democrats having heard the clink 
of the song of gold, submitted all bills to 
the scrutiny of the publishers. As a con­ 
sequence a milk-and-water sort of “Act’ 
was passed and became the law of the 
State. Under that Act the State adver­ 
tised for publishers throughout the length 
and breadth of the land to come up to the 
Capital and submit bids for supplying 
Ohio with text-books. The people had 
been told that by this plan they would se­ 
cure the good results of competition, and 
that the State could buy by wholesale and 
herself distribute the books to the counties 
at a very small advance upon the cost of 
production. There was a good deal of 
grumbling, but the people submitted and 
the advertising commenced. 
When the time arrived for the opening 
of the bids, lo! only two publishing houses 
in all the land put in offers to supply 
books. It was then discovered that these 
two firms print only about five per cent, of 
the text-books the law required to lie used 
prior to the passage of the “competition 
bill”—so called. The acceptance of either 
of the bids would have necessitated almost 
a complete change of all the books in use 
in the Ohio free schools, and in conse­ 
quence the parents and guardians would 
have been forced to expend nearly half a 
million of dollars for new series of text­ 
books. The Commission of Award, there­ 
fore, rejected both offers. 
This was precisely what the book ring 
wanted, since it left things “as they were” 
until another Legislature. The deluded 
people did not know that all the text­ 
book publishers have a secret understand­ 
ing with each other, whereby the adoption 
or rejection of any series of books works 
no harm to them—that is to say, they are 
"“in’ upon all jobs 011 equal terms, so that 
any change whatever works no benefit to 
the public. 
That was the plan upon 
which they operated in California prior to 
the .State undertaking to produce the text­ 
books herself, and the Kecoicd-Union a 
few years ago published the secret agree­ 
ment with the signatures of the leading 
publishers attached. It broke the back of 
the book ring here, and it has not been 
able to more than wriggle at any time 
since. The Ohio people should learn wis­ 
dom from the example of California, and 
adopt the policy of cutting free wholly 
from all publishers, and then go to work 
and compile and print their own text­ 
books. With the universities and acade­ 
mies, and learning and practiced educators 
for which that State is renowned, the task 
onght not to be a difficult one. 


THE LOTTERY POSTAL BILL. 
The objections raised to the anti-lottery 
portal bill by the Iowa Representative are 
weak. He urges that the hill is unconsti­ 
tutional, since it is an infringement of the 
liberty of the press. How so? Has the 
press license to print any and all things it 
chooses, no matter how detrimental to the 
morals of the people ? Certainly not. The 
most ardent opponent of the anti-lottery 
bill will not make such a claim. It fol­ 
lows, therefore, that the Government has 
tlie right to provide some means for de­ 
tecting and excluding grossly immoral 
matter from the mails—indeed, it has done 
so from the inception of the postal system, 
in one way and another, a id no one has 
questioned its right. It must, therefore, 
depute some one to exercise his judgment 
as to what is improper mail matter. If 
there is abuse of that judgment, the 
Courts can always be appealed to to cor­ 
ree! such excess of authority. 
Moreover, it is not an abstract constitu­ 
tional right in a State to have any and all 
of its mail matter transported by the Fed­ 
eral Government. It is a privilege sub­ 
ject to the regulations of the Postal De­ 
partment, justified by the Acts of Congress 
under which it (qieratee. If u State ten- 
'ders matter that the people by their laws 
•declare to be dangerous to the best inter­ 
ests of the whole country, it cannot still 
insist njicn its “right” to have su:h matter 
received, irresjiective of its. character. 
Were it otheiwise, the Government could 
not possibly entry by mail at all, since ex­ 
plosives, dangerous com;>ounds and un- 
wieldly goods would be presented for 
transportation. 
ThreiUn’og j.oital cards, lewd books, 
tbe circulars of cheats, counterfeit money, 
burglars’ 
tools, 
explosives, 
corrosive 
liquids, poisons, indecent writings, cor­ 
rupting literature, are and long have been 
exjluded from tbe mails, and without a 
single word ot complaint from the people. 
The addition of lottery advertisements, no 
inUGr in w iat form printed, only puts 


them into the classification of marked 
cards, gambling utensils, demoralizing 
books, indecent papers and forbidden pic­ 
tures. It is not espionage of the press, it 
is not censorship, since it is not repression 
of the right to print opinions, or freely 
speak them, and hence it is not in viola­ 
tion of any constitutional right of the 
citizen. 
___________ 


T h e cat-boat added four more victims 
to its long list of dead by the accident at 
Crystal Springs lake, San Mateo county, 
on Sunday. If there is any water craft 
more treacherous or more difficult to sail 
than the cat-boat, it has not been heard 
of in civilized parts. It is the cause of 
more untimely deaths than result from the 
sailing of ocean ships and steamers, or by 
explosion of boat boilers. The catboat 
rig requires greater skill to manage 
than is demanded to sail a fore-and-aft 
schooner or a hermaphrodite brig. Old 
Captains who have traversed the salt seas 
for a lifetime cannot be bribed or coaxed 
into taking a ride in a catboat. They 
abhor and dread the craft that is catboat 
rigged, unless it has a catamaran outrig or 
a loaded center-board, which somewhat 
insure against a capsize. So dangerous is 
the catboat rig, which, if there is an in­ 
stant’s jam of the boom as it swings over 
for a tack, is liable to cause the boat to go 
over with even a slight puff of wind, that 
it has been seriously considered whether 
they should not be prohibited by law on 
all boats not fitted with a heavily-loaded 
center-board or with outrigged floats. The 
catboat is a favorite upon our own river, 
and that it has not here added more to the 
list of the drowned is a matter of surprise, 
since nine times out of ten it is sailed by 
persons unskilled m its management. The 
Government already prescribes what hulls 
may he sailed, and requires inspection of 
boilers and engines even of craft used only 
for pleasure boats; why not, therefore, 
place in the list the rig of sailing craft 
that is a threat to life as great as that of a 
weak boiler? 
A w r i te r in the Arena shows that 
while two per cent, of the population of 
London is foreign, in New York eighty 
per ceBt. is foreign-born. While it must 
be in the nature of things that the Ameri­ 
can city should have a far greater propor­ 
tion of foreign elements, it may well be 
considered if the jiercentage for the city 
of New York is not so large as to suggest 
that the time has come for much greater 
restriction of immigration. The writer 
referred to has this to say: 
To verify Emerson's prediction to work out 
our political destiny and develop the highest 
type of civilization, a radical change in our sys­ 
tem of immigration seems absolutely essential. 
The instincts of self-protection, not to say self­ 
preservation, require such a change. No nu- 
m iu institutions can endure indefinitely the 
strain which our present policy, if persisted in, 
will inevitably put upon our social aud politi­ 
cal life. If we cannot sif.. the immigration 
which is pouriDg in upon us from every quarter 
of the globe—and every effort to do so hitherto 
has proven abortive-should not a sense of 
duty aud responsibility to ourselves and our 
children, as well as to the human race, impel 
us to close the doors entirely for a time, or at 
least to make the attempt? 
We should say no, not close the doors 
entirely for a time, or at all, but so provide 
for the incoming that the invitation 
will run only to those in sympathy with 
our system, and who we believe will make 
good citizens and sincerely intend to be­ 
come such. The standard of judgment 
should be so high, and the qualifications 
so exacting, that we will have as appli­ 
cants only those whom, if it were given us 
to do, we would pick and choose from 
the populations of the world. 
The protest that the Federated Labor­ 
ers’ organization has made against the use 
of foul language toward workers by bosses, 
will receive the indorsement and com­ 
mendation of all right thinking people. 
The Federation has given notice that its 
membership will not any longer submit to 
being addressed with profanity and oppro- 
bious epithets. These laboring men de­ 
clare that they should lie spoken to as 
men, not as dumb beasts, slaves or felons, 
and in their declaration there is strength 
and right. A strike which they threaten 
against bosses who curse them and.speak 
to them in terms at once filthy and an 
offense against the law that forbids the 
use of foul language in the presence and 
hearing of two or more persons, will have 
the sympathy and moral support of the 
communitiesof the nation. The employer 
has not the right to curse his employe; it 
is not a guaranteed and inalienable right 
to use language calculated to provoke a 
breach of the peace. The man who toils 
in the pit aDd on the highway, earning his 
bread by hard and honest lalior, is entitled 
to be spoken to in words that are decent, 
however severe; he is entitled to be free 
from the application of insulting epithets 
and curses, and to be treated as a man and 
an American citizen should be. 


AT SAN JOSE. 


T h e exclusion of Tolstoi’s suggestive 
book from the United States mails has had 
precisely the effect anticipated—it has 
served to advertise it and create a new 
demand for it. Some of our contempora­ 
ries have jumped to tin: conclusion that 
therefore the order of exclusion is inde­ 
fensible. Not so; if we apply that doc­ 
trine to condemnation of evil, then no 
wrong would be prohibited by law for the 
fear of calling attention to it. The ques­ 
tion with the postal department simply 
was, whether the book is lascivious aud 
lewd? If so, the United States mails 
should not be made the vehicle for its dis­ 
tribution. The ]>ostal authorities cannot 
be held morally responsible for the taste 
that demands such literary food. * 


R ev. P. J. M cIn to sh , the clergyman 
who prostituted his office in San Francisco 
on Sunday, by going upon the stage of a 
low concert hall, a regular underground 
dive, and marrying a couple of the per­ 
formers, ought to he stripped of his cleri­ 
cal rolies and drummed out of the church. 
He made his sacred office and a sacrament 
of his church one of the numbers upon a 
programme in a low theater, and degraded 
the holy estate of matrimony by asking 
the blessing of the Almighty upon a part 
of the i>crformanee of the evening’s “en. 
tertainment in a dive where decent peo­ 
ple are not seen, and where the offices of 
his church were jeered and his prayers and 
the ceremony of marrying were made the 
butt of coarse ridicule. 


T h e contrast between the representative 
bodies of the two great political parties of 
the State is about to be made. Hot parti­ 
sans for the Republicans express the hoj>e 
that it will he favorable to their Conven­ 
tion. But while this may be the ethics of 
partisanship, it is not what the good citi­ 
zen wishing good government should de­ 
sire. We ought to hope from the Demo­ 
cratic Convention at San Jose a front as 
creditable to manhood and independence 
as was presented last week by the Republi­ 
can Convention held in this city.

FIGHT. 


Interest Centering on tbe Proposi­ 
tion to Indorse a Senatorial 
Candidate. 


[FEOM OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.] 


San Jose, August 18th.—San Jose is in a 
blaze of glory to-Dight. The beautifnl 
little garden city has on her brightest holi­ 
day attire, the whole central portion being 
gaily decorated with flags, banners and 
many-colored streamers. 
The clans of the Democracy are gathered 
from all parts of the State, and the hospita­ 
ble people of the city are doing their best 
to take care of them. Each train arriving 
to-day has been crowded, and where all 
the people are going to sleep to-night is a 
serious question. The hotels are crowded 
and the citizens have taken many delegates 
to their houses. As a rule there is not any 
extortion. The Citizens'Committee have 
arranged for about 800 rooms at reasonable 
prices. There are some few greedy people, 
however, who are charging $5 per night for 
a room with straw matting on the floor and 
two beds in it. 
The committee have not provided ac­ 
commodations for the reporters, as was 
done in Sacramento last week, but C. M. 
Shortridge, of the Mercury, has come to the 
rescue, and provided them with a good 
room and all facilities, and for the hand­ 
ling of reports by wire the Western Union 
Telegraph Company has made ample pro­ 
vision. Operators will be located on the 
stage in Horticultural Hall, where the Con­ 
vention will be held, and the reports will 
be sent on six wires by the fastest operators 
on the coast. 
The Democratic headquarters are at the 
rooms of the Iroquois Clnb, on First street, 
which are handsomely decorated. One of 
the noticeable featares is a large trans­ 
parency representing Markham lying on 
the ground, while over him stands a big 
Injun flourishing a scalping knife, with 
the motto, "Keep off the reservation or 
join the tribe.” 
Horticnltnral Hall is very handsomely 
decorated. It is an old barn of a bnilding, 
bnt it has ample seating capacity, and is 
arranged so as to accommodate the dele 
gates very well, except that there are no 
rooms for committee meetings. 
As there are no regular saloons id the 
immediate vicinity, temporary ones have 
been erected all around the building, so 
that the genuine Democratic inspiration 
will not be lacking. 
As to the prospects of candidates, the 
situation remains the same, as far as any­ 
body can judge. The friends of Pond, 
English and Coleman all claim to be con­ 
fident that their man will win, while 
many of the shrewdest politicians think 
the chances of A. C. Panlsell as good as 
any. 
Most of the lookers-on, however, think 
that Pond will be nominated. He is mak­ 
ing less noise than tbe rest, but there 
seems to be earnest work going on in his 
department. 
Little is said about tbe other offices. 
Russ D. Stephens and Judge Armstrong 
both stand good chances. 
At 3 o’clock this afternoon a non par­ 
tisan committee of citizens and members 
of the Board of Trade, headed by Mayor 
Rucker, J. H. Flickinger, C. M. Shortridge 
and 9. 8. Nesmith, proceeded to the depot 
with a band of musicians and met Con­ 
gressman T. J. Clunie and conducted him 
to the California Theater, where a large 
crowd was assembled. 
The meeting was in recognition of 
Clunie’s services to San Jose and Santa 
Ciara county in Congress, and was very 
enthusiastic. Clunie, with characteristic 
modesty, told how hard he had worked for 
San Jose and how much he had accomp­ 
lished. 
Early in the evening the W. D. Eoglish 
Club, of Oakland, appeared upon the streets 
in carriages beaded by a band of music. 
Later the San Jo9e Iroquois Club turned 
out with a band to meet at the depot the 
Manhattan Clnb, of San Francisco, and the 
Tammany Club, of San Francisco. It was 
a singular sight. The different processions 
went through the streets without receiving 
a cheer or souod of welcome from the 
crowds on the sidewalks. There was abso­ 
lutely no enthusiasm whatever. Work, 
quiet work, seems the order of the hour, 
and there is no hurrah or excitement. 
The proposition to indorse Stephen M. 
White for United States Senator bids fair 
to split tbe Convention wide upon. His 
friends demand bis in dorsement, but such 
old war-borses as Congressman Biggs says 
that tbe party shall not be tied up for six 
months in any such way. There will be 
war in the Convention if a resolution in­ 
dorsing White is introduced. 
Late this evening a new plan has been 
proposed to get around the difficulty. The 
programme now is to have a resolution in 
the platform favoring the election of United 
States Senator by the people. Then tbe 
Committee on Order of Business will pro­ 
vide for the nomination ot a candidate for 
United States Senator, and he will be put 
upon tbe ticket. This plan will meet with as 
much opposition as the indorsement of 
White. 
Dennis Spencer will place English in 
nomination and Stephen White will 
second. It has not yet developed who will 
place the otheie in nomination.

S a n J o sr, August 18th.—The streets were 
filled with marching delegations all this 
afternoon and this evening, and when the 
last train arrived to-night the city seemed 
to be oveitljwiDg.

Besides the regular delegates to the Con­ 
vention, various political clubs have been 
arriving all day and marching from the 
railroad station to their headquarters, ac­ 
companied by bands of music. Among 
the largrst organizations were the Man- 
hatian Cihb of San Frapcisco and tbe Tam­ 
many Club of Ixis Angeles, which arrived 
at 8 r m. 
Practically, all the delegates are on the 
ground to-night, and the supporters of the 
different Guberna'orial candidates are still 
making an active canvass. D ut tbe prin­ 
cipal interest is taken in tbe result of the 
efforts of Stephen M. White to secure the 
indorsement of tbe Convention for United 
States 8ena!or. 
Tim question of indorsing While for 
the United States Senate has cut a great 
figure in the Chairmanship of the Conven­ 
tion, but the matter seems to be definitely 
settled now, and tbe probabilities are that 
there will be no contest to-morrow in the 
selection of a Chairman. 
Byron Waters of San Bernardino, was at 
first regarded as the onlv candidate for the 
Chairmanship, but ex Congressman James 
H. Budd of Stockton, afterwards appeared 
in tbe field. 
Mr. Budd, however, ex­ 
pressed no great desire for tbe position, as 
he preferred to be on the floor to fight 
White's indorsement, and also to place A. 
C. Panlsell in nomination for the Governor­ 
ship. He said he was wilting to retire from 
the contest, provided Waters would give as­ 
surance that he woald not attempt to re­ 
strict debate on the proposition 10 indorse 
White.

The City Trastees are improving. In ­ 
stead of holdiDg an all day session yester­ 
day they displayed unusnal energy and 
managed to dispose of their business in a 
half-day session. 
The Chief Engineer of the W afer W orks 
subm itted his report, showing that 42,074,­ 
000 gallons of -water were pumped during 
the week. The Holly pum ps worked 41 
hours and the Stevens’ 152i hours. 
H . C. Megerle complained to the Board 
that he was assessed this year just twice 
as much as last year, and he thought the 
Board ought to rectify the alleged Injustice. 
Mr. Megerle was instructed to interview 
the Assessor. 
Later in the session Mr. 
Megerle came in with Assessor Buckley, 
and the latter explained that no error had 
been made id his office. 
It was on account 
of Mr. Megerle’s carelessness that the as­ 
sessment was raised. H e intended to write 
$900, and instead wrote $1,900. 
Megerle admitted that it was his fault, 
but asked that the correct am ount be in­ 
serted. 
Trustee McLaughlin wanted to know 
why the attention of the Board of Equal­ 
ization had not been called to the m atter 
when it was in session. H e did not like to 
be m aking corrections at this late day. 
The tax ought to have been paid before 
this, and he thought if Megerle would 
look after his own business as closely as he 
did with what did not concern him , he 
would not have made the error. 
Megerle said he didn’t appear before the 
Board to be censured by them . He ex­ 
pected to be treated in a civil manner, and 
considered Mr. McLaughlin's rem arks u n ­ 
called for. H e hadn’t meddled with any­ 
body's business, except to make a request 
of the Street Commissioner that a pile of 
brick be removed from in front of his 
(Megerle’s) door, and it was three months 
before that official made any move in the 
m atter. 
"I didn’t intend to do it until I got good 
and ready,” answered Mr. McLaughlin, 
and Megerle left the room. No action was 
taken in regard to the m atter of the assess­ 
m ent. 
A communicati- n was received from D. 
Meldrum, the State Gardener, calling the 
attention of the Board to the fact that an 
■old horse, covered with sores and in a very 
sickly condition, was wandering about the 
streets in the vicinity of Capitol Park and 
frequently had to be driven from the 
grounds. 
The Board considered it would be useless 
to call the Poundm aster's attention to the 
m atter, and it was ordered that the police 
departm ent look after the anim al. 
Mrs. K nauer addressed the Board about 
the condition of the streets at Thirty-first 
and Y. The Street Commissioner will 
look into the matter.

W hen a hop-grower wants harvest hands 
he “ wants them bad,” and sometimes he 
gets about as bad a lot as the world can 
produce. W hen hops are ready to be 
picked, they m ust be picked without delay, 
and the growers are obliged to take w hat­ 
ever class of labor they can get. 
They 
want pickers, and m ust have them, be they 
Chinamen, Piutes, white men or monkeys. 
About m idnight last night a Record- 
U n io s reporter m et John J. Glacken, the 
Brighton hop-grower, and demanded an 
explanation of the bucolic gentlem an’s 
nocturnal wanderings so far from home, 
but surmisiug that he was looking for hop- 
pickers. 
The latter explained that he had come 
to town in the hope of meeting a gang of 
Piutes whom he had expected to arrive 
from the wilds of Nevada. But the Indians 
did not come, proving that it is not alone 
w hite men and Chinamen that are uncer­ 
tain. 
Mr. Glacken got mad when the reporter 
suggested that he m ight get Chinamen to 
pick his hops. 
“Chinamen 1” he echoed in a high key. 
“ W hy, 
the 
blankety, 
blank, 
blanked 
scoundrels! 
W hat do you thiuk they did! 
I had forty of them picking hops for me 
this morning. At noon the boss asked me 
if I would want more pickers to-morrow, 
aud I told him I guessed not. Y ou see I 
was expecting a carload of Indians down 
from Reno. About 4 o’clock this afternoon 
one of my white men came and told me 
there wasn’t a Chinaman in the bop-field. 
I went to the camp, and the yellow-skinned 
devils were sitting about on the ground 
jabbering like monkeys. I asked one of 
them why they were not at work, and he 
replied: "‘Oh, you heap too muchee like 
Injin !’ ” 
"T hat looks like a strike,” rem arked the 
reporter. 
“Yes, they had struck; but I told them 
that if I found a m other’s son of ’em on 
the ranch one hour later I ’d have his 
hide.” 
“And now you have neither Chinamen 
nor Indians?” 
“N o ; but I will have sixty Piute bucks 
in the hop fields to morrow. Johnson Sides 
and another chief engaged that num ber to 
me some weeks ago, and as I wasn’t ready 
for them when they arrived, I let a friend 
down near Sutterville have them. 
I went 
there to-night and asked for a wagon-load 
of the native sons, but they wouldn’t divide 
up, and in the morning I’ll have the whole 
squad. It will be rough on the other man, 
but I can’t help it. 
If somebody’s hops 
m ust spoil through lack of labor to harvest 
them, I don't want it to be m ine.” 
Notwithstanding the difficulty experi­ 
enced by hop-growers in getting people to 
harvest their crops, there are scores of 
white men walking about the city and beg­ 
ging their living, sayiDg they cannot get 
work. The canneries, and orchards, and 
hop-fields, and wheat fields have all been 
short of laborers, but idle men have been 
plenty all sum m er in the cities.
